For Men to - cndemn thatin others whi-h 
they allew in them elves, is an Inconſittency 
and a felf- Condemnation, whcre the Mattzr 
i5 the ſame in every Reſpect, both as ts the 
Nature and Circvumftance; thovgh that 
which is an Evil in it ſelfis condemnabſe,and 
not to be allowed either in one's ſelf orin 
another ; much more is his Condemnation 
aggravated, who allows that Evil in himſelf 
which he condemns in” others : Other 
thirgs that are Lawful inthemiſelves become 
accidentally 


ned ; 
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accidentally Evil, through the Abuſe or Evil- 
Mind that brings then forth, 

But to the {.cond Poſition; it's granted, 
that \Di/dai1ing, Eluffing, Slardering and 
Kewimg are evil in themic]ves, if by 7/»ffing 
he means a fierce Deſp'ſing & ſcernful $Shoht- 
ing thoſe that are good, or that deſerve it 
not ; and hy Reviling, a mcking A werthy 
A1an baſe, or call:ng 4 Man «ll to nar;ht : 
The Truth of it is, Zere-ry, thou wouldſt 
appear in theſe Matters a very grave, ſober 
Chriſtian, anda Man only for {olid and fa- 
voury Expreſſions : Bur whether thou haſt 
not plaid the Hypocrite in thele Pretences of 
Serwuſneſs and Chriftiariuty, and brovght 
thy ſelf under the Guilt, both of condem- 
ning that in others which thou allowelt in 
thy ſelf, and of Diſdainn . Slandering and 
Revilingywill forther appear in the following

And ſo that here thy Modeſty & Seriouſneſs 
is ſi ch, as when thou haſt inſinvated, that the
